Chicago, Jan. 7— (UR)—Julius Rosen- 
wald, who peddled new spapers for a 
living as a boy, died yesterday, Chi­ 
cago’s wealthiest citizen and greatest 
philanthropist. 
In his death, the 69-year-old donor 
of more than 60 millions from the 
trem endous fortune built by his m er­ 
chandising genius left a code to guide 
those who seek to benefit m ankind 
with their wealth. 
“Give for the living,” Rosenwald, 
whose last thoughts w ere of his chari­ 
ties, said. “Those who seek by per­ 
petuities to create for themselves q, 
kind of im m ortality will fail, because 


no institution can live forever.” 
All his endowm ents m ust be spent 
within 25 years of his death. 
The Alger-like story of Rosenw ald’* 
success was a saga of American life. 
The boy who sold new spapers and 
chrom os on the streets of Springfield, 
111., and pumped a church o< gan at 
5 cents an hour rose to chairm anship 
of the board of Sears, Roebuck & Co., 
the mail order house he built. 
Personally he was modest. His fun­ 
eral will be ch&rai tei istie of this mod­ 
esty. In accordance with one of Rosen- 
wald's last expressed wishes, the time 


and place o ft he services will be kept 
secret. Lessing Rosenwald, his oldest 
son, said the cerem ony would be con­ 
ducted today but none bul members 
of 
the 
family 
and 
most 
intim ate 
friends would attend. The philanthro­ 
pist's benefactions were limited to no 
race, creed or class. He gave for the 
sheer Joy of aiding m ankind's search 
for knowledge of relieving its suffer 
ings. His philanthropy knew no bounds 
of nation or geography. He gave mil­ 
lions to aid the negro, other fortunes 
for the less fortunate of his own race, 
education and research.

To suggest 
putting any sort of check on industry was to be guilty of heresy 
Lately the opposite theory has been coming into its own 
again. 
Such men Its Governor Gifford Pinchot have been sayin 
things chat sound remarkably like the war-cries of 1912, when 
great wealth was feared and jealously watched. 
The pendulum 
is swinging; a Theodore Roosevelt or a Woodrow Wilson could 
find a following in the land once more. 
Now all of this does not mean that an immediate, far­ 
reaching change in national policy is inevitable. 
It does not 
necessarily mean that we would be better off if we adopted more 
radical political and economic creeds. 
It simply means that our 
political life is in the process of getting shaken down to a more 
healthy and logical basis. 
In any two-party system of popular government the respective 
parties ought to stand at opposite poles in this matter. 
There 
should be a conservative party and a liberal party. 
In no other 
way can a democracy function as it should. 
During the recent years of high prosperity that condition 
did not exist. 
We all went conservative. 
The politician’s first 
thought was to prove to business that he was “safe.” 
Liberalism 
had no appeal. 
W e are getting back, now, to a sounder position. 
There is 
about to be a dividing line in public life once more. 
This will be 
a good thing for us, no matter w hich side proves the stronger.

One after another, they have asserted that private contributions 
cannot possibly meet the needs of organized relief work this win­ 
ter. 
Public funds must be used; the relief workers do not care 
greatly whether such funds come from city, state or national 
treasuries, so long as they do some. 
This puts a new light on things. 
That little word, “dole,” 
is no doubt a fairly horrifying word. 
It is not, however, quite so 
horrifying as that other word, “starvation.” 
The taxpayer must 
carry the load, to a certain extent. 
The only question is, which 
pocket does he wish to dip into to meet the situation?

England prevented the war from starting then and there.

Few people recognize the name; hut for a few days, 20 years ago, 
it was the most famous v\ arship on earth.

Defective automobile lights received 
more attention from the State H igh­ 
w ay Patrolmen in Novem ber than in 
previous months, according 
to 
the 
monthly report of Earle Brown, chief 
of the patrol. W ith 
few er 
daytim e 
traffic problems and more hours of 
darkness, the state traffic officers were 
able to effect corrections of a greater 
number of faulty lights than in any 
previous month. 
Seventy-one arrests were made for 
lack of proper lights. Arrests were 
made only in cases where lights were 
in such condition as to show delib­ 
erate or long continued neglect. Tags 
requiring correction of faulty lighting 
were given to 3,410, of which 1,103 were 
for lights out of adjustment, 1,072 for 
no tail light', 755 for one headlight, 
202 for glaring lights, 101 for illegal 
lights and 177 no clearance lights. All 
these called for a certificate showing 
correction within 4§ hours, but did not 
call for a court appearance or fine. 
O ther arrests included 73 for drunk­ 
en driving, 115 for failure to stop at 
arterial highways, 26 improper license, 
26 careless driving, 17 m iscellaneous. 
The patrolm en took 109 cars in cus­ 
tody for drunken driving, 22 for lack 
of license plates, 15 abandoned on 
highways and 2 stolen. 
W arnings were given to 
931 
for 
m inor violations of the traffic rules. 
Tags were given to 536 for improper 
license and to 315 for illegal equip­ 
m ent other than lights. Total fines im ­ 
posed were $8,149 and estim ated re­ 
ceipts from license corrections $1,969. 
R oad information and aid of vari­ 
ous kinds was given to 13,256 motor­ 
ists. The patrolmen attended 149 ac­ 
cidents.
